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REPORT 


In  order  to  comply  with  the  Paper  Controller’s  Orders  it  is  necessary 
to  compress  the  54th  Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Board  deeply  regrets  the  untimely  death  of  the  Duke  of  Kent 
who  visited  the  Hospital  on  two  occasions.  The  interest  which  His 
Royal  Highness  displayed  in  the  work  carried  out  was  greatly  valued. 

The  Report  which  the  Board  has  received  from  Mr.  Mclndoe,  a 
copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  is  once  again  a  record  of  great  achievement 
and  service  to  those  who  have  suffered  war  injuries.  In  the  Main 
Building  the  work  of  nursing  our  local  sick  has  gone  on  quietly  and 
efficiently  and  many  expressions  of  gratitude  have  been  received. 

The  cost  of  the  Red  Cross  and  St.  John’s  War  Organisation  Men’s 
Recreation  Rooms  upkeep  is  being  borne  by  the  South  African  Voluntary 
Service  (through  the  kindly  influence  of  Mrs.  Waterson,  wife  of  the  then 
High  Commissioner  for  South  Africa).  During  the  year  a  Lecture 
Theatre,  additional  Sterilising  Equipment,  as  well  as  a  Sound  Cine 
Projector,  have  been  presented. 

The  “Pea-Nut”  Club,  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Appeals 
Committee,  made  a  special  effort  to  collect  funds  to  buy  additional 
land  adjacent  to  the  Hospital,  with  the  result  that  sufficient  money 
was  provided  for  the  purchase  and  fencing  of  4  acres  and  to  meet 
all  legal  costs,  diversion  of  public  footpath  and  provision  of  necessary 
roadway,  etc.  The  Board  give  their  warmest  thanks  and  congratu¬ 
lations  to  Aunt  Agatha  and  all  concerned  on  so  great  an  achievement. 

The  Board  acknowledge,  with  grateful  thanks,  the  gift  from  the 
Manor  Charitable  Trust  of  3  acres  of  Woodland  adjoining  the  Hospital, 
together  with  funds  for  clearing,  fencing  and  planting  with  shrubs,  etc. 
These  extensions  to  the  grounds  will  greatly  add  to  the  pleasure  and 
well-being  of  the  patients. 

On  the  29th  June  Mrs.  Waterson  kindly  opened  the  “Springbok” 
Physio-Therapy  Department,  the  equipment  in  the  Massage  Depart-

ment  of  this  building  having  been  generously  provided  by  the  Fishhoek 
Women’s  Association  of  South  Africa. 

The  Board  tender  their  most  grateful  thanks  and  appreciation  for 
services  rendered  throughout  the  year  by  Mr.  Mclndoe  and  Mr.  Kelsey 
Fry  and  their  colleagues,  the  Administrative  Staff,  the  Honorary  Con¬ 
sulting  and  Medical  Staff,  Hon.  Librarians,  Matron,  Sister  Stroud,  the 
Nursing  Staff,  the  members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Order 
of  St.  John,  and  the  Domestic  Staff. 

Friends  of  the  Hospital,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  continue  to 
rally  round  it.  At  home  we  are  again  indebted  to  the  many  who  have 
helped,  not  only  financially,  but  by  their  untiring  service  and  practical 
interest  in  the  work  and  the  patients. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Mclndoe,  Mr.  Kelsey  Fry,  Lady 
Oppenheimer,  Dr.  Le  Cron,  Mr.  Leonard  Williams  and  other  friends 
for  valuable  financial  assistance  to  various  schemes.  To  all,  the  Board 
tender  their  warmest  thanks. 

On  behalf  of  all  those  who  have  benefited,  the  Board  wish  to  place 
on  record  their  thanks  to  Messrs.  Lethebv  &  Christopher  Ltd.,  who 
continue  to  grant  free  admission  to  their  Cinemas  to  patients,  and  for 
their  kindly  help  in  connection  with  concerts  and  dances. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  report  that  the  usual  valuable  assistance  has 
been  received  from  many  Contributory  Schemes.  Especial  thanks  are 
due  to  the  East  Grinstead  Working  Men’s  Hospital  Fund,  Forest  Row 
Working  Men’s  Hospital  Fund,  Turners  Hill  and  District  Working  Men’s 
Hospital  Fund,  the  Sussex  Provident  Scheme,  and  the  Pea-Nut  Honey 
Comb  Scheme. 

The  financial  situation  is,  at  the  moment,  satisfactory,  but  the 
increase  in  the  scale  of  salaries  of  the  nursing  staff  laid  down  by  the 
Rushcliffe  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  which 
came  into  force  on  April  1st,  1943,  .will  call  for  considerably  increased 
expenditure. 

Owing  to  the  war  it  has  only  been  possible  to  carry  out  essential 
work  on  the  general  upkeep  of  the  buildings,  thus  greatly  reducing  the 
amount  which  would  in  ordinary  circumstances  have  been  expended. 
On  the  cessation  of  hostilities  the  Board  will  be  faced  with  heavy 
expenditure  in  this  direction  ;  this  will  inevitably  mean  a  consequent 
drain  on  the  Hospital’s  small  reserves.  In  order  to  minimise  this,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  financial  support  which  the  Hospital  receives  may  not 
only  be  continued  but  substantially  increased.
